REVOLT IN MOROCCO 


Ministers and Court Officers Dismissed 
in Disgrace. 


‘REBELLION IN PROGRESS IN THE VICIN- 
ITY OF TANGIER. 


Dublin Officials Say the Castle Explosion 
Was Not a Fenian Affair — Nova 
Sootia’s Shipping Decreased — Favor 
able British Comment on America's 
New Navy- rief Foreign News. 


GIBRALTAR, Jan. 2,—News received here 
from Tangier, the diplomatic capital of Mo- 
rocco, report a serious state of affairsin the 
vicinity ofthe city. No explanation is given 
of the trouble, but it is said thet the tribes in 
the neighborhood of Tangier are in open re- 
bellion against Mulatel Hassan, the Sultan of 


Morocco. 

Matters in Morocco have been in a tur- 
bulent condition for some time past. In 
November last news reached Tangier from 
Fez, the principal city of the country and its 
real capital, that all the Morocco ministers 
and court had been dismissed in disgrace. 
Among the fallen was Mulai Ismain, the 
Sultan’s favorite brother. He for several 
years held the Khalifaship of his brother— 
that is to say, he formed a sort of supreme 
court ofappeal to whom all cases already 
decided by the local Governors could be re- 
ferred. Exceptingthe Sultan and the va- 
rious heads of the Sheerifian families, the 
Khalifa was the only man from whom the 
nobility of Morocco thought they could ac- 
cept judgment without derogation. No rea- 
son was known for his disgrace, but it was 
thought it was the result of a court intrigue. 
He had many friends among the upper 
classes and among the tribesmen, and it may 
be his dismissal is the cause of the present 
trouble. It was said by some of the natives 
at the time of his exile from Fez that Mulal 
Ismain was the instigator of a plot to depose 
his brother and to take the throne himself. 
This affords a basis for a conjecture that the 
rebellion now in progress in the vicinity of 
Tangier may perbaps be an attempt to carry 
out the plans of the alleged conspirators. 

llowever the case may be, the fact remains 
that the British authorities are taking 
prompt and energetic steps to protect Brite 
ish interestsin Morocco. One of the impor- 
tant points in that country in possession of 
the British is Cape Juby. It was reported 
some time since that the British had deter- 
mined to avandon this place, but it was later 
stated that they bad no intention of doing so. 
On the contrary, it was declared that they 
were actively engaged in fortifying the sta- 
tion and were abouttoestablish a Governor's 
residence, with the object of improving the 
trade relations with the desert tribes. 

It was added, moreover, that where the 
French occupied the Touatt Oasis, the pos- 
sessionof which is disputed by the Sultan, the 
trade of Insaleu would be transferred to Cape 
Juby. 

A British gunboat has already started from 
Gibralter to protect the British residents at 
that place andthe battle-ship Thuaderer is 
preparing to follow the gunboat. The Thun- 
derer is a twin screw tron turret ship, armor 
plated of 9,800tons and 8,000 horse power. 
She mounts four guns. 


TAMING DOWN. 


INVESTIGATION SBHOWS THE DUBLIN CASTLE 
EXPLOSION’ WAS NOT PLANNED. 


Denis, Jan. 2.—Since the explosion at 
Dublin Castle on Thursday last, the police 
has been extraordinarily vigilant in watch- 
ing for suspected dynamiters. Of course, it 
is by no means certain that the castle explo- 
sion was attributed to that class of Individ- 
nals; im fact, it is becoming the general opin- 
ion that the whole affair was due either to 
natural causes or tothe desire of the work- 
men employed about the castie to obtain a 
holiday, which their masters had refused to 
grant them. The Custom officers, too, 
have developed extra activity in 
searching the effects of passengers 
landing at Queenstown from the 
Trans- Atlantic steamers. They have 
always madeita point to seize under the 
law any arms or amunition brought into the 
country by either residents or foreigners, 
but since Thursday’s affair they are stricter 
thaneverin their examinations of passen- 
gers’ luggage. Thefirst person to fall a vie. 
tim to the customs officers’ newly awakened 
ardortor the safety of the country is Mr. 
Thomas Ryan, an army pensioner on the lists 
ofthe United States, who was a passenger 
on the Cunard steamer Eutruria, which ar- 
rived at Queenstown, and his foot had no 
sooner touched Irish soil than he was taken 
into custoday on thegharge of concealing a 
loaded revolver anda supply of ammunition 
for that weapon. 


SHIPPING DECREASED. 


NOVA SCOTIA’S BAD SHOWING FOR THE YEAR 
PASSED. 

HALIFAX, Nova Scotia, Jan. 
The shipping of Nova 
shows 11 decrease of nine vessels 
and i tons during the past year. There are 
now on the registers of the Province 2,775 
vessels of 462,304 tons. In New Brunswick 
there is a decrease in tonnage of 15,509 tons, 
but a decrease in the number of vessels of 
only one. In Prince Edward Island there has 
been a decease of 36 vessels and 2,580 tons. 
The total number of vessels now registered in 
the maritime provinces is 8,950 of 630,054 tons. 

The business fallures in Halifax during the 
year just ended numbered 16, showing total 
liabilities of $241,800 and assets of $142,330. In 
the whole province of Nova Scotia last year 
there were 145 failures, with liabilities of 
$920,500 and assets of $477,450. The fallures in 
the Province of Prince Edward Island during 
stl numbered 7, with liabilities of $58,950 and 
assets of $23,400. 

In Newfoundland during the past year there 
were 2 failures, with liabilities of $876,710 
and assets of $277,930. The exports of fish 
from Halifax to the West Indies and other 
foreign countries during the past year ag- 
gregated 247,537 quintals of dry and 86,170 
barrels of pickled.

Mexican and American Troops Hot 
After Garza. 


POSITION OF THE VARIOUS FORCES 
ALONG THE RIO GRANDE. 


Reward Offered for the Rebel Chief’s 
Head—A Wounded Prisoner Brought to 
Fort Ringgold—Capt. Hardie’s En- 
counter With the Enemy—How Sup- 
plies Are Obtained by the Insurgents. 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex., Jan. 2.—Liceut. Lang- 
borne has just arrived at Rigggold bringing 
the prisoner captured by Capt. Hardie. This 
man is horribly wounded. The prisoner ad- 
mits he was shot in the fight a few days since 
and was one of Garza’s men, but will not say 
he was fighting United States troops. He 
says he was hit in a fight near Tartilla’s 
ranch where Garza had two men killed and 
two wounded. Tartilia is in Mexico. Two 
men in Garza’s band are reported wounded 
in Bourke’s fight at Retinal. 

One man of Langhorne’s detachment ran 
into three of Garga’s people and fired upon 
them. He killed one horse and found in the 
saddle pockets evidence showing the owner 
to be an officer in Garza’s command. 

Hardie is pressing the revolutionists very 
hard. They are very broken, but they come 
together in small squd@ds and continue their 
depredations. : 

The following statementis obtained from 

resident of Carrizo, Tex., in 
regard to Capt. HMardie’s scout after 
Garza on or about. the. 2ist. It 
was supposed Garza would cross at a point 
six miles above Carrizo, known as Chevena 
Pass, butthe revolutionists crossed at the 
Tortillas Rancn and had a skirmish with 
Rural guards. Inthe fight there were six 
Mexicans killed. A woman was among the 
number. Hardie had been hot on Garza’s 
trall and only three hours behind, but did 
not come up with them until after the 
revolutionists had the skirmish with the 
rurais. The revolutionists broke for the 
riverand were pursued by the Mexican 
cavairy. Maj. Esquibet, commanding the 
troops at Guerrero, Mexico, sent a courier 
over to Capt. Hardie asking bim to move his 
company further down the river, as Garza’s 
men were making forthe other side. Hardie 
moved at once, with Sheriff Haines, but 
Garza had made good his escape. Hardie 
then returned to Oarrizo. 

J. R. Harbig, a prominent man who is well 
acquainted in the lower counties of Texas, 
arrived here last night from an overland trip 
along the left bank of the Rio Grande through 
the stronghold of the Revolutionists. He 
states that there is great excitement among 
both the Mexican and American populace, 
and that in his opinion, from what he saw, 
Garza had no less than 2,000 active followers 
scattered at various points along the Texas 
border. He states that the Revolutionists 
are all magnificently armed with repeating 
rifies of the latest pattern and side arms. 
They are paid $1 per day and given good sup- 
plies. The ranchmen who have come in con- 
tact with Garza within the last three weeks 
all state that he is abundantly supplied with 
money and compels them to either furnish 
cattle for beef and receive pay for the an! 
mals or take the alternative of having them 
taken by force, 


DIAZ RULES. 


DISSATISFAOTION IN MEXICO OVER THE PRESI- 
DENT’S AUTOCRATIC SWAY. 

Loxpox, Jan. 2.—A personal letter received 
here from an official high in the esteem of 
the Diaz government inthe City of Mexico 
throws new light on the existing trouble. 
The letter reads: 

**Youask does the Mexican Government 
fear the Garza movement?“ It does. Presi- 
dent Diazis not popular with the masses. 
Diaz rules with an iron hand. He does not 


consult his Ministry or his Congress but 
makes and repeals laws at his pleasure. In 
Mexico there is no politics. Diaz rules. The 
peopie are not satisfied with the state 
of affairs and were they in a position to 
do 80, they would join Catarina 
Garza to day.

He is worrying 
the Mexican Government; they don't know 
where he is getting his money. V do fur- 
nishes it is what weall would like toknow. I 
speak of Garza, but noone believes him to 
bein command, as Garza isa man of good 
audress and — but he is not a soldier.

CAPT. HARDIE’S COMMAND HAS

Rro GRANDE Gr, Tex., Jan. 2,—Capt. 
Hardie’s command of 100 men, accompanied 
by Capt. Brooks’ Rangers, moved on Garza’s 
band, numbering about two hundred men, 
Wednesday morning at Charco Redondo, 
about seventy miles northwest from this 
place. Garza’s pickets challenged the troops 
and fred on them, The Revolutionists fired 
afew parting shots and then retreated in 
disorder. It is not known whether any were 
injured. No troops or rangers Were hurt. 
Brito and his company of special rangers are 
working in the npefighborhood of Hida!lgo. 
Capt. McNell’s Rangers arrived Wednesday 
night. Reports from the other side are that 
the Revolutiontsts aud Mexican soldiers had 
an encounter Tuesday night near Guerro, in 
which the latter were worsted and their com- 
manding colonel captured. 

A detachment of United States troops ar- 
rived yesterday mornifig, bringing Sexto 
Longeria, severely wounded. Hts wound 
will necessitate the amputation of one of his 
legs. lle was hurt in the recent fight be- 
tween the troops and te revolutionists, and 
is one of the men who invaded Mexico with 
Garza in his first raid last September. Lon- 
geria lives at La Gruila ranch, in this county, 
and was formerly United States Deputy Mar- 
shal, and is reported to he a prominent man 
ainong the insurgents.

In 1861 he was appointed to 
orzantze an expedition to relieve Fort Pick- 
ens, Fla., which was besieged by the Con- 
federates. On May 14, 1961, he was promoted 
Colonel of the Eleventh Infantry, and 
on the 15th was made Qurter- 
master-General of the United Army, with 
the rank of Brigadier-General, which t he 
continued to hold until his retirement in 1882. 
During the civil war he directed 
the equipment and supply of the 
armies in the field, generally from 
Washington, though he was present at the 
battle of Bull Run in July, 1861. He was also 
present during the investment and bombard- 
ment of Chattanooga. He commanded a 
brigade of quartermaster men and other 
troops during the threatened invasion of 
Washinaton tn July, 1864, and was bvrevetted 
Major-General on July 5, 1864 He 
supplied and refitted army under 
Gen. W. T. Sherman. After the war he 
continued in Washington, andin connection 
with the duties of his office inspected the 
workings of the department under his con- 
trol in Texas and the Southwest. He made a 
trip to Europe in 1875 and studied the consti- 
tution and government of European armies. 
Since his retirement he has been connected 
with various public buildings as architect 
and engineer. He wos a regent or Smith- 
eonian Institute and a member of various 
scientific organizations.

The Assemblyman Declares That a Knight 
Templar Badge Was Shown in the 
Council as a Reason Why His Theatri- 
cal Posters Bill Should Be Defeated— 
Specimen Boulevard Objections. 


There is a bill in the Httle brown box of 
the Committee on Municipal Affairs that is 
making a good deal ot disturbance for its 
size. It is the one introduced by Delegate 
James PF. Eagan, prohibiting bill posters 
‘from putting up their sheets of theatrical 
advertisements, with pictures of actors and 
actresses, skirt dancers, ballet girls and 
scenes of tragedy and criminal Ife, 
within 100 yards of any church, 
school or park. The bill has 
already passed the House. The restriction 
seemsatrifie, but it means a good deal to 
the bill posting business, as it would take 
away from it some of the bill boards now 
considered most advantageous. The whole 
bill- posting business of the city is controlled 
by William R. Cottrin, and it rests 
upon him to defeat the bill, 
with such assistance, of course, as he 
can get from theatrical managers. Accom- 
panied by Pat Short of the Olympic, whois 
very well known and liked around the Assem- 
bly, Mr. Cottrill went to the City Hall the 
other day to see what the committee was 
going to do with the bill. He saw Chairman 
M. M. Flesh, who assured him that he was in 
no haste to pass the bill and 
would not even take jt up 
for a while yet. Councilman Flesh then in- 
timated to a reporter that he didn’t approve 
of the bill, Dut he was unwilling to discuss it 
fully for publication. These bill posters 
must have some place to put their adver- 
tising, don’t you think so?’’ hesaid. The 
Councliman always likes to get the 
opinions of others before he com- 
mits himself. „% At any rate, said 
he, teking of his gold-rimmed 
eye-glasses 4 polishing them with a silk 
bh kerchief, as he peered up from his desk 
at the listener, I don’t see that there is any 
hurry about this bill. Do you?“ 

Mr. Cottrill said: ‘*There is a motive for the 
passage of this bill that does not appear on 
the surface. Idon’t care to discuss it, but 
it’s there. Who made the House 
Delegates the censor of public morals, I'd 
like to know, There's not another city in the 
United States where sucha law asthis one 
proposed exists. Iteliyou there's a private 
reason at the back of this. 

Delegate Eagan, who is pushing the Dill, 
understands the attitude of Councilman 
Flesh, and was told the other day by a friend 
of Mr. Cottrill’s that the President 
of the bill posting company was saying that 
the measure had been introduced to please a 
certain ‘atholic priest. I've just heard 
this story that Cottrill is telling,’’ said the 
Delegate at the City Hall to-day. It's a 
falsehood. I was first asked to introduce the 
bill by the pastor of the Protestant Church at 
Sixteenth and Morgan—lI forget his name. He 
told me that he had watched the school 
children before school, at recess and after 
school, running out to look at the new 
pictures put upon the bill boards, and he re- 
sented this corruption of the minds of the 
young. Not long after that I was asked by 
a Catholic priest to introduce the same bill, 
and then Ihad it prepared and put it in. So 
you see how little truth there is in Cottrill’s 
charge. There is nothing religious about the 
bill. It is one for the good of the whole com- 
munity.’’

PATCHED BILLS 


Offered for Redemption at the Sub-Treas- 


ury—Federal Building News. 

Mr. Farrar, Jr., of the United States Sub- 
treasury was offered a bill to-day which 
proved to be pieces of three or four different 
bills patched together. One of the patches 
was from a $1 bill, and the others from differ- 
ent $5 bills. The larger portfon of each had 
probably been handed in before for redemp- 
tion and the smaller pieces pasted together 
for a new five-dollar bill. The man who pre- 
sented the patched bill, which was, of course, 
worthless,claimed he had recefved it in a horse 
trade in Illinois and supposed it was all right. 
Mr. Farrar says it is a comparatively easy 
matter to cut up bills and paste the smaller 
portions together in sucha way as to escape 
detection in ordinary trade. The larger por- 
tion of the cut or torn Dill is redeemable at 
the United States Sub-Treasury if it amounts 
to as much as two-thirds of the original bill.

Observer Hammon’s plan to turnish his 
weather maps and bulletinsto townson the 
Vandalia road and bis weather fore- 
casts to stations on the Wa- 
bash road in Missouri and other towns 
in the northern half of the State went into 
operation this morning. The Vandalia ac- 
commodation train carried out reports for 
some twenty-five towns on that road, and 
the weather forecast was telegraphed to 
Columbia, from which piace it will be dis- 
tributed by trains to some hundred different 
towns north, east and west of there.

A new elevator is to be put inand also 
wires for electric lights, and someof the 
walls haveto be painted before the fooms 
can be used. There are forty-two rooms in 
the bullding and thirty-six of them are still 
unoccupied. Most of the Government de- 
partments occupying rented bulldings will be 
moved into the old Custom-house as soon as 
these improvements have been made. 


SETTLED AN OLD SCORE. 


Soldiers Take Revenge on Jamaica Con- 
stables for Past Injuries. 

New YORK, Jan. 2.—Kingston, Jamaica, 
correspondence, under date Dec. 20, is as 
follows: 

A serious collision has occurred between 
the police and a number of privates belong- 
ing to the West Indian regiment at Kingston, 
Jamaica, and several of the former were only 
rescued from the clutches of the soldiers after 
they had been mauled. 

The first battalion ofthe West Indian regi- 
ment are under orders to proceed to Sierra 
Leone, on the east coast of Africa, and it 
would appearasif the soldiers had an old 


score which they desired to have settled with 
the constables before they left the shores of 
Jamaica. In January, 1891, the soldiers of 
tne same battalion got mixed up ina general 
fight between the police and some women, 
in the course of which a large number of con- 
stables were seriously injured. The result 
was that the soldiers were confined to the 
barracks for some time after the fight, while 
a goodly number of them were court-mar- 
tialed and many of them were somewhat 
severely punished. 

This old grievance seems tohave rankled 
in their breasts, andthey were determined 
not to leave the island till they had avenged 
themselves for the punishment they were 
forced to undergoon the testimony ofa few 
scared constables. 

Shortly after nightfall the soldiers began to 
assemble inthe neighborhood of the jubilee 
market which isthickly populated with the 
lower class of the community. About 9 
o’clock they og ey to patrol the streets in 
that district in groups of about fifty 
each, and the force of constables on duty 
was considerably increased, while a larger 
force was held in reserve atthe police head- 
quarters. Shortly after 9 o’ciock, a large 

y of the soldiers made a rush on the 
lice at West Queen street and the consta- 
les were badly ten, being unable to hold 
out against the overwhelming numbers. The 
soldiers then made a rush toward Orange 
street, where they attacked the police, and 
in the melee a corporal of the police sustain- 
ed severe injuries to his head and limbs. 

Meanwhile intimation of the fight had been 
lice headquarters at Sutton 
street and Inspector Weaderburn, with a 
large force of constables, arrived on the 
scene. The soldiers had, however, abandoned 
the attack and contented themselves by 
watching the movements of the policemen. 
The Inspector of Police very wisely did not 
attempt to makeany arrests andit now be- 
came a case of opposing forces watching 
each other, 

By this time large crowds of citizens had 
begun to assemble and they formed a barrier 
betwéen the lice and constables. The 
officers seem to realize that their rowdy 
career had been checked in the city at least 
and if they were to find any more victims 
oy must necessarily change their grounds. 

After some consultation the soldiers formed 
into line, and with steady, measured steps 
made forthe outlying or district police sta- 
tions, but here disappointment was in store 
tor them, While the police in the city had 
allowed them to march out in order, the dis- 
trict constables were in readiness to receive

of pottes into all the districts that were likely 
to be attacked. The soldiers afterward re- 
turned to the city, but bad to content them- 
selves with doing street patrol duty and oc- 
cas raising acheer, Quiet was soon 
restored and the soldiers embarked on board 
the troopship.

HE GUARDS THE PRESIDENT. 


The Man Who Stands Between the Chief 
Executive and the Weapons of Cranks. 
From the Boston Daily Globe. 
Of the thousands Who weekly visit the Ex- 
ecutive Mansion, not one falls to ask who the

chusetts citizen that has in his keeping the 
safety of President Harrison and of the 
White House family. | 

E. S. Densmore, the Captain, as he is 
oftener called, is an important personage in 
the White House economy. The charge com- 
mitted to him is nolight one. The life of the 
President of the United States, while not as 
thorny as that of the Russian Ozar, wouldn’t 
be ha row of frost-bitten peach trees if 
one or two of the people whoa think they have 
grudges — him could get within range 

the resident. Hardly a week passes 
threatening are received 
cranks and persons who 
breathe out intimations and promise 
swift vengeance, These are at once made 
Capt. Densmore’s property. If th® crank is 
from Washington he generally knows him; if 
not, he soon makes himself acquainted with 
the needed information. Densmore seems to 
know cranks by instinct, and none get fur- 
ther than the door or the vestibules. Then 
he coaxes and manages till the crank or the 
bitter person with a wrong in his eye leaves, 
sends in a rd, or writes a note, which 
never reache§$ the President, who is thus left 
with but little Knowledge of the annoyances 
and dangers attending him dally. 

Densmore’s life in itself is as good as a 
story. He is straight as a grenadier, his head 
large and. magnificently proportioned; his 
hair has that iron-gray tinge that always 
gives an‘air of power. You know, without 
asking, that the man has had to fight his 
way. One night, about thirty years ago, a 
small boy came out into a long, dusty Ver- 
mont road; there was not a living thing in 
Sight but the cattle on the hills. The boy 
looked back at the house he had just left. 
He knew he could not go back there and that 
he had nowhere to gO; nowhere to sleep but 
the first haycock or barn he might find. That 
was Densmore. He struck out for himself, 
and in spite of difficulties he stuck to Ver- 
mont till he was 25, when hecame to Wash- 
ington, passed the examinatiof“ for the police 
force immediately, and was appointed toa 
tough locality. 

Here his luck bégan. Those were the days 
when Washington was filled with vicious 
characters. Somehow Densmore had the in- 
stinct of detecting criminals; he knew no such 
thing as fear and the natural results fol- 
lowed. South of the avenue his name be- 
came dreaded, and when President Grant 
and the Police Board determined to break up 
the gambling hells, Densmore was the only 
man in the department who was not against 
them. He had declined promotion from his 
rank of sergeant. It was he who led the raid 
on the gambling den on E street—the greatest 
gambling house Washington ever knew 
where Congressmen, Senators, generals and 
men of highest rank spent night after night 
Over games of chance. That night there 
were captured a number of Congressmen, 
several Senators, and enough gaming imple- 
ments and cash to set up several gaming 
houses. * f 

Next Willard’s Hotel was suffering from a 
gang ofskilled thieves, and Densmore was 
stationed there. Then he laid the foundation 
for that extensive acquaintance with public 
men that has been worth so much to him. 

The White House, during Hayes’ adminis- 
tration, foundits guard demoralized. Dens- 
more, who was a marked man by this time, 
was sent for. He resigned from the police 
force and went to assist in guarding the 
lives of Presidents. From that time on he 
has been at the mansion almost continually. 
During Cleveland’s administration he re- 
signed and went to Massachusetts to look 
after the interests ofa Fitchburg firm. Dur- 
ing that time he took up a residence in the 
Bay State, where he Is still a voter. 

When Harrison came to Washington before 
the inauguration Mr. Densmore was sent for 
and requested toassume charge of President 
Harrison, just as he had of Cleveland at his 
inauguration. Although still in the employ 
of the Fitchburg house, he consented to re- 
main till inauguration was over. Prior to the 
4th of March the life of the President-elect is 
a matter of solicitude, and every danger is 
guarded against. None, not even the hotel 
servants, is allowed toenter the President’s 
apartments until Densmore has looked him 
over and pronounced him harmless. After 
the inauguration the Captain remained as 
guestand guide fora few days, and later, at 
the urgent request of the family, he assumed 
his old position as chief guardian of the Pres- 
dent’s life and the rampart between the fam 
ily and an envious public.

man is close at his side. He has looked over 
All the people, and satisfied himself there are 
no suspicious characters in the house. Then 
he fills up one pocket with a beautiful pistol, 
andthe crowd files singiy either between 
him and the President, to whom he performs 
the introductions, or by him first, and then 
the President, as they stand side by side. 
Densmore has his eye on every one; on hands 
for suspicious movements, and on faces for 
any tokenof danger, while on the other side 
oftheline is another — who keeps his 
eyes open also, and the President takes it all 
without a wink.

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THE BEAR FACED THE MUSIC. 


Lured to Death by the Mysterious Bass

George Griswold, wholives on the Loyal-

A 
little after 10 o Griswold started for 
home in the light of the full moon. When he 

gone nea a mile from the village 
where the road led through Andrew Ha r’s 
farm, he heard a noise in a field a short dts- 
tance tothe right, and looking that he 
saw a bear around and crunching 
nuts under a big chestnut tree. 

Griswold watched the greedy animal! for a 
moment and then he stole up to the fence, 
squatted behind it a his bass horn de- 
tween the rails and blew a single blast that 
sent the echoes ng among the surround- 
ing hills. The t or the big horn gave the 
bear anamagzing start. In his sudden fright 
he rolled over a number of times and then he 
jumped up and leg it across tife meadows 
at fulltiit. Griswold thought he had sca 
the bear half to death, and he was about to 
pull his horn out of the fence, when he saw 
the bear turn about and slowly march back 
toward the chestnuttree. He said the brute 
seemed to be eager to find out where the 
noise had come from and what had made it, 
and so he left his hornin the fence and kept 
‘perfectly still.

nuts. He waddled directly toward the fence, 
sniffed the air 4 eget and had his eyes 
fixed onthe horn, the big end of which glit- 
tered in the moonlight in front of him. When 
the inquisitive animal was within a few yards 
of the fence Griswold blew another blast 
with all the lung wer he had and the bear 
rolled all over himself and went dancing 
across the lotas though he had been shot at. 
Before he had reached the end of the fleld he 
faced about, snorted haif a dozen times and 
shambied back to find out more about it. 
Griswold kept the curious brute capering 
across the lot in this way for nearly half an 
hour, when Charles Harper, a son of the 
owner of the land, ran down the road to as- 
certain what the horn was being blown for. 

As Harper drew near Griswold gave an- 
other blast, and the bear started off again. 
Griswold told Harper in a whisper how the 
bear had been acting, and e- 1 began to 
look around for something with which to 
tackle the bear when he came toward the 
fence the next ti He soon found a rusty 
old ploughshare near the roadside. By that 
time the bear had turned back once more and 
was tramping slowly toward the horn. Gris- 
wold promised not to toot the horn again, 
and while the bear was marching back, with 
his eyes bent on the shining brass, Harper 
took the ploughshare, crawled through the 
fence, crept along on his stomach to the 
chestnut tree and concealed himself behind 
the trunk.

PARKS’ PENSION. 


Park and ‘Layman Parks Mixed 
Up By a Letter Carrier. 


A PECULIAR CASE OF COINCIDENCE AND 
MISTAKEN IDENTITY. 


The Papers Go to the Wrong Mr. Park and 
Are the Source of Suspicion—Both 
Sides Beating About the Bush and 
Never Coming Together—-A Compli- 
cated Case Cleared Up. 


Through a very peculiar coincidence in 
names and addresses the securing of a pen- 
sion has been delayed, the post-office inspect- 
ors have been called upon to secure some 
letters and innocent persons have been sus- 
pected of working a pension scheme. A year 
or so ago Lyman Park lived with his mother 
and sister at No. 621 North Twentieth 
street. Young Park is but a boy and his 
father wasa Confederate soldier. On Nov. 
18, 1891, the law firm of Belva A. Lockwood & 
Co: of Washington, D. C., sent a letter ad- 
dressed Lyman Parks, 623 North Twentieth 
street, St. Louis, Mo.“ The carrier made 
inquiry and for some reason readdressed the 
letter to 8108 School street, where the boy 
now lives. The letter contained a slip 
directing Layman Parks to go and be exam- 
ined at the Custom house fora pension. 

Young Park wrote to the Belva A. Lock- 
wood Oo, telling them that ft must be a mis- 
take ashe no longer lived at No. 821 North 
Twentieth street and was not entitled toa 


pension. 
HOW THE MISTAKE OCCURRED. 

The case was then turned over to Maj. 
Henry W. Williams who thought that it 
might possibly be a case in which some illegal 
work was being done so he advised the rela- 
tives of young Park to hang on to the docu- 
ments until an investigation could be made. 
Maj. Williams was taken iu and confined to 


his room and has not had the opportunity to 
investigate. In the meantimeadetter was 
received by Mrs. Park, the mother of Leyman 
Park, from a Maj. Maurice de Tour demand- 
ing the Lockwood papers and letters and he 
gave his address as No. 823 North Twentieth 
street or the house adjoining the one at 
which young Park formerly resided. This 
complicated matters more as it was not evi- 
denton the face of the case that a man 
named de Tour should be entitled to papers 
for a man named Parks. 

A PosTt-DIsPaTCH reporter investigated the 
case and soon had it straightened out. Post- 
office Inspector Dice was called upon, and he 
said that all he knew was that Lyman Park 
had papers to which he was not entitled. 
and which he would be compelled to give 
up by the Post-office officials, Mr. Dice 
knew nothing of the validity of the pension 
claim, nor nothing of the claimant. Acall 
was then made at 823 North Twentieth street 
and Mr. De Tour interviewed. He explained 
that he had all along been acting for 
Mr. Layman Parks, and had had no troubie 
with mall before. He showed documents 
sufficient to show that he was properly 
authorized to act for Layman Parks in all 
matters concerning the pension. Then he 
gave the address of his client as 3334 Locust 
street. A call was made there, and Mr. Lay- 
man Parks, the proper claimant, found, who 
was ready to produce papers showing that he 
had served in Company D of the One Hundred 
and Fifty-first Regiment of Indiana. His 
papers had been to Washington and there 
* approved. All he needed was the slip author- 
izing him to be examined, and this was in 
the hands of Lyman Park. 

GOT HIS PENSION. 

The pension office here endorsed Mr. Parks’ 
claims and so the whole case was shown to 
be but a double coincidence, Lyman Park and 
Layman Parks having mall "addressed to 821 
and 82s North Twentieth street. 

The whole matter will be amicably settled 
ina few days.

HAVE WE AN ATTORNEY-GENERAL! 


Gov. Francs has received and published 
opinions from ex-judges, ex-statesmen 
and ex-provost-marshals advising him to 
set aside the act of the Legislature which 
has governed the appointment of Missouri 
electors ever since 1864, and to set upa 
new manner of choosing electors under an 
alleged authority conferred by an old, un- 
used statute which has been a dead letter 
on our statute books since 1835. 

He has also been advised by State Sena- 
tors and others through the press, that the 
old dead letter statute aforesaid cannot 
clothe him with the legislative authority 
to repeal living statutes, create new 
electoral appointment machinery and ex- 
ercise a function which the Constitution of 
the United States vests in the State Legis- 
lature exclusively. 

But no opinion on the subject has been 
sought or obtained from the Atterney- 
General appointed and paid by the people 
of Missouri as the legal adviser of their 
State officers. At least no such official 
opinion has been published. Is our At- 
torney-General absent, indisposed or in- 
capable, in the Governor’s opinion, of de-

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They Tell of the Remarkable Develop- 
ment of Property. 


FACTS ABOUT THE TERRITORY WEST OF 
VANDEVENTER AVENUE. 


— 


At the Present Rate of Progress There 
Will Not Bein Four Years From This 
Time, a Vacant Lot Between Vande- 
venter, Taylor, Easton and Laclede 
Avenues—Some Good Sales. 


Statistical information published in the 
Post-DIsPATCH on different occasions during 
the past month about the buflding progress 
of the West End has attracted such wide- 
spread interest with reference to the growth 
of several sections that have been treated ot 
that the progress made in another district of 
the same territory is taken up in this article. 
In the similar accounts preceding this one no 
attempt at booming was thought of. The 
sole object was and is to call the attention of 
busy people to the fact that the vacant lot 
frontage within the city limits is Gisappear- 
ing faster than they have any idea of. Last 
year a lot frontage of thirty miles was occu- 
pied with new buildings, and the character 
of these improvements, occupied by an in- 
creasing population, stimulates a demand 
for more vacant ground at correspondingly 
higher prices, which, however, are yet 
far below the figures asked for 
unimproved property relatively situated in 
other cities, whose progress in no wise com- 
pares with the advancement made by St. 
Louis during the year 1891, 

The district between Cass avenue on the 
north, Lindell on the south, Jefferson on the 
East and Grand avenue on the west, and the 
section from Grand avenue to Vandeventer 
on the west between the same northern and 
southern boundaries were treated ofinthetwo 

revious accounts. In this article attention 
s called exclusively to the territory between 
Vandeventer avenue on the east, Taylor ave- 
nue on the west, Easton avenue on the north 
and Laclede avenue on the south. 

MUNICIPAL IMPROVEMENTS. 

Before alluding tothe building progress in 
this territory it may well to allude to its 
municipalimprovements. Prior to Septem- 
ber, 1890, but three of the east and west 
streets, namely, Lindell, Delmar and Easton 
avenues, were improved to. Taylor 
avenue. To-day ten out of the eighteen 
east and west streets within the 
territory are still unimproved, and three of 
these were improved during the year 1891. 
Not one ofthe north and south streets is in 
any manner improved west of Vandeventer, 
excepting two blocks of Taylor avenue, from 
Lindell to Laciede avenue, which were com- 
pleted last fall. But one main sewer is com- 
pleted to Taylor avenue, and but two district 
sewers, and when the existing sewer con- 
tracts are finished next July a large 
portion of the territory under discussion will 
still be without sewera Eight of the east 
and west streets are still without water pipes 
to Taylor avenue, and six of. the ten streets 
having them were laid in 1890, and on one the 
pipes was put down in 1891. 

tis, therefore, apparent that nearly all of 
the municipal improvements which give 
charms and comfortsto city life have been 
completed in this district since 1890, and the 
street railway extensions were made but lit- 
tle prior to that date. 

The building progress in this district, re- 
markable as it is, has been accomplished al- 
most entirely within the last thirty months. 
On the eighteen east and west streets there 
is an aggregate lot frontage of 157,852 
feet. The cross, or north and south 
Streets, are far apart, making large 
blocks. In the district there are 
8 city blocks, equivalent to at least 
250 ordinary city squares east of Grand ave- 
nue. On these eighteen east and west 
streets 77,927 front feet of ground is occupied 
by buildings, leaving a vacant lot frontage 
of 79,925 feet or only a trifle more than one- 
half of the whole original plot unimproved. 
As the average amount of ground occupied 
by a dwelling is more than 40 feet frontin this 
district about 1,900 more houses, tenanted 
by say 11,000 people, would closely fill this 
entire district, and at the rate building is 
going on in it, but four rr will be re- 
quired to put it all under roof, 

A close examination shows even more sur- 
prising results. Of the 79,925 feet of frontage 
remaining vacant, there are 51,250 feet on 
Olive street and the avenue south of It. 

On the ten avenues north of Olive street, 
having an aggregate frontage of 110,788 feet, 
but 28,675 feet, or about one-fourth, remains 
unimproved. Less than 700 more houses 
covering 4,000 additional people will fill all 
that open space. As ninety-four houses are 
now under way on these ten streets, and 
nearly two hundred more have been com- 

leted or begun since January, 1891, it may 

seen ata glance how short a time will 
elapse until the avenues are all built up. 

In the entire territory within the extreme 
limits and bounds defined in this article 
there are 116 houses now in courseof con- 
struction. There are at the present time 
over 2,000 awellings in the district, of which 
seventy, or about 349 per cent, are for rent. 
Of these vacant houses thirty, or nearly one- 
half, are on Olive street, Finney and Easton 
avenues, the inference being most conclusive 
that residence property in the new districts 
situated on double track street car lines is 
hot the most desirable. 7 

GOOD CHARACTER OF IMPROVEMENTS. 

The character of the improvements in this 
whole territory is of the very best. On Mor- 
gan street alone eighteen Rouses are under 
way, representing an average expenditure 
of probably $7,500 for each bDullding. On six 
efthe avenues over ten houses are being 
built upon each of the streets, 

When such phenomenal building progress 
is Deing made, and of sucha class, property 
values must advance and the most casual ob- 
server driving out Morgan street will at once 
realize why lots that sold for $27.50a foot at 
auction three years ago are now in such 
strong demand at 88 and upward without the 
least resemblance of a speculative 
having occurred. 

The comparative backwardness of Pine 
street, Lindell and McPherson avenues has 
followed almost entirely from the fact that 
on those streets houses are built almost ex- 
clusively for the occupancy of the owners of 
the property, whereas on the avenues farther 
north dwellings are principa

TALK AND TUMULT, 


—_— 
A Typical Scene in — oe of the French 


The scene ip the French Chamber of Dep- 
uties on the ith inst., a brief account of 
which was cabled at the time to the Post- 
Disraron, was intensely exciting. The full 
report of the proceedings shows that it came 
about on the interpellation of the Govern- 
ment as to its intention to present a bill for 
the separation of church and State, M. Fal- 
eres, Minister of Public Worship, had 
mounted the tribune and endeavored to ex- 
plain the situation. He began ina spirit of 
conciliation, and referring to the Archbishop 
of Bordeaux, said that the distinguished 
prelate was a good Republican and a warm 
hearted pastor, with whom the Government 
would have no difficulty in coming to an un- 
derstanding, ‘ 

Here the Minister was interrupted by sev- 
eral members of the Left, who repeatedly 
shouted: ‘‘We have not come here to listen 
to the praise of bishops!’’ This was the 
signal for a tumult. 

M. Fallieres: ‘*l am expecting the reply of 
the Archbishop of Bordeaux, and just now 1 
can’t goany further with my explanations; 
but I think I may say that I am convinced 
that there will de nonecessity to have re- 
course to the application of the law to let 
everyboay see thatintheactsofthe Arch 
bishop of Bordeaux there is no material for 
criticism or censure.’’ [Applause. } 

Comte de Kergorlay: ‘‘And how about the 
Free Masons? Have youalsosentto them a 
similar circular?’’ 

The Keeper of the Seals: ‘‘Ihave not the 
honor to be a Free Mason, and, therefore, 
I cannot answer your question.

THE TWEED RING. 


A Chapter in Prof. Bryce’s Book the 
Basis of a Libel Suit 


BROUGHT BY A. OAKEY HALL OF LONDON 
AND NEW YORE. 


He Objects to Being Classed as a Member 
of the Iniquitous Gang of the Great 
Political Boss—Taking Evidence Be- 
fore the British Consul~The Author’s 


Defense. 


New Yorn, Jan. 2.—The suit of A. Oakey 
Hall for libel against Prof. Bryce, the his- 
torian, raises questions that are new fn in- 
ternational law, and which illustrate the 
dangers which beset the modern historian 
when hetreats of events which are within 
the memory of man still living. 

No one would have imagined when ‘‘The 
American Commonwealth’’ was ptblished, 
little over two years ago, and least ot ali the 
uuthor of the work, that A. Oakey Hall, then 
living in London, would see fit to raise ali the 
buried memories ofthe Tweed Ring in New 
York by bringing a suit for libel against Mr. 
James Bryce, the author of the work. Mr. 
Bryce was a member of Parliament, a pro- 
fessor in Oxford University and one of the 
most distinguished historians in the United 
Kingdom. He was a Liberalin thought and 
politics, and almost a Radical, and he had 
long been an admirer of American institu- 
tions. After years of thought and study, 
during which he made many extended trips 
through the United States, he wrete The 
American Commonwealth.“ 

Prof, Bryce’s book was everywhere recog- 
nized as the product of a master mind upon 
one of the highest subjects which oan engage 
the human intellect, anf it placed Prof. 
Bryce in the very front rahk among modern 
historians and commentators. Yet it was at 
the very moment when the literary world 
was ringing with the pfaises of the new 
work that A. Oakey Hall brought the suit for 
libel which is now engrossing the attention 
ofthe British Consul in this city. He took 
exception to the chapterſon the Tweed Ring 
in New Yorkand asserted in his complaint 
that the assertions therein made were un- 
true and damaged bim to the extent of 
50,600. 

BRYCE DID NOT WRITE IT. 

A curious fact is that the alleged libellous 
chapter was not written by Prof. Bryce. Its 
author was Prof. Frank J. Goodnow of Co- 
lumbia College, and it was copyrighted by 
bim and published under his name as a sepa- 
rate part of ‘‘The American Common 
wealth. One of the objects of this, it ts 
presumed, was to bring the book under the 
operation of the American’ Copyright law of 
that time. 

In the subsequent editions of the book this 
chapter was left out. Merely leaving it out, 
however, did not satisfy A. Oakey Hall. He 
was determined to press his suit and seek a 
vindication even if it required opening up 
again the whole matter ot the Tweed ring in 
New York. And that is just what has taken 
place. Under the severe operation of the 
libellaw, the burden of proof rests upon the 
Gefendant. Prof. Bryce has, therefore, been 
put to an enormous expense already, and 
oe impoverished before the case is de- 
cided. 

Prof. Bryce, acting through an eminent 
firm of English solicitors,retained Sir Charles 
tussell as his counsel. 

sir Charles Russell is considered the most 
successful lawyer in the English courts. 
jie exploded the Pigott forgeries for Par- 
nell, defended the Prince of Wales’ friends 
in the baccarat scandal, and only a few 
days since won for Lord Russell the suit 
brought against him for divorce. Such a man 
as Sir Charles Russell can only be retained as 
one’s counsel upon the payment of a larger 
sum of money than the average literary man 
can afford, anc Prof. Bryce was not a wealthy 
man, 

Then came the issuance of a commission to 
take testimony in New Tork. This is the 
commission issued by the High Court of Jus- 
tice and now in the hands of the British Oon- 
sui in this city. 

BEFORE THE CONSUL. 

In this colossal undertaking his counsel in 
this city have been engaged for over a month 
in the proceedings before the British Consul. 
Dovens Of witnesses have been called upon to 
testify as towhat they knew of the Tweed 
ring, and the whole buried past has been dug 
up. What death and flight have left of that 
epoch in New York has been concentrated in 
the Consul’s office on State street. The 
records of the time have been ransacked. 
The Comptrolier’s office has had to give up 
its documents bearipg on the case, the 
records of the Boara Aldermen have been 
put in evidence and the reports of investi- 
eating committees and of court proceedings 
williform butasmall part of the immense 
mass Of documentary evidence which will be 
sent back to England when the work is com- 

jeted. For all this, withthe attendance of 
awyers for the examination of witnesses 
and the thousand and one legal expenses in- 
volved, Prof. Bryce has had to pay. 

It is said that he has oe spent a for- 
tune on the case, and that before he gets 
turough, even if he wins the suit, it will 
have cost him $150,000. And all of this has 
resulted from a chapter in a book which 
treated of events which were long past and 
buried If not forgotten. Prof. Bryce was ut- 
terly dumfounded when the suit was 
brought. It was the last thing he could have 
imagined as likely to result from the publica- 
tion of **The American Commonwealth. 

A. Oakey Hall, it will be remembered, after 
an absence from New York of ma years 
came hereupon the steamer with William 
Henry Huribert. It is believed that his suit 
against Prof. Bryce was what brought him to 

\merica. In London he is represented by 
George Lewis. In New York, however, Mr. 
Hall has appeared for himself in the pro- 
ceedings before the British Consul. 

Euglish libel suits are much less expensive 
for the plaintiff than for the defendant. The 
latter has to prove everything. The plaintiff 
more sits back in his chairand watches him 
doit. Oakey Hall has not called any wit- 
nesses on his own behalf, and he says he does 
notintend to do so, He watches the pro- 
ceedings, and, being spared the expense of 
n lawyer, examines the witnesses to bring 
outany polnt he seeks to establish. 

There are several statements in the chap- 
ter on the Tweed ring in The American 
Commonwealth“ to which he objects. He 
objects to being called one of the Tweed ring. 
Mere is the first statement. made about him 
In the book as it originally appeared. 

vl Tweed was not the only ‘new man’ who 

as emerging from obscurity into power 
during this period. Among the other ‘rising’ 

men Of the time were A. Oakey Hall, Peter K. 
Sweeny and Richard B. Connolly. Hall was 
of better birth than the rest and had consid- 
erable literary ability, of which he was in- 
ordinately proud. Under an appearance of 
artless simplicity he concealed a great am- 
bition. Though generally supposed to oc- 
cupy a somewhat higher moral plane than 
his associates he was never considered re- 
markable forthe severity of his Principles.

Methods of Citizen Mansfield to Ac- 
complish Selfish Ends. 


HIS TREATMENT OF A MAN WHO DID 
HIM A FAVOR.

Assistant Chief Clerk Rowland of the 
the House of Representatives Tells 
Something About the Methods of the 
Reformer—Dares the Jury Commis- 
sioner to Deny It—Interesting History. 


Jury Commissioner Mansfield’s record asa 
reformer is now generally known, but his 
methods are not 80 
following story, which illustrates the way in 
which he sometimes accomplishes reforms, 
alsa serves to show that like the heathen 
Chinee, Mr. Mansfield is peculiar for ways 
that are dark and tricks thatare vain:’’

Mr. Mansfield very prob- 
ably felt that he would haveto go on a re- 
forming expedition ,occasionally and wanted 
matters fixed so his deputy could perform 
his work for him. He went to Jefferson City 
and told everybody that it was an absolute 
public necessity and if the legis- 
lation he asked for was not granted 
the courts in this city might de 
closed against the dispensation of justice for 
the lack of jurors. He saw all the St. Louis 
members and gave them little rest until he 

ot his little bill’’ as he called it, passed. 

mong others he called on for assistance was 
Mr. Charles Rowland, a young attorney of 
this city, who was then the City Assist- 
ant Cierk of the House. Towards 
the close of the session Mr. Mansfield went to 
Mr. Rowland and told him if the bill was not 
advanced on the callendar it might be 
shelved. Clerk Rowland promised to help him 
and did so, advancing the bill to such an ex- 
tent that it was reached and passed. 
Mr. Mansfield was grateful and promised to 
make Mr. Rowland oneof his enumerators 
at the close of the session. Mr. Rowland 
thanked him and Mr. Mansfield, and re- 
turned to st. Louis with the record of having 
tten everything he wanted at Jefferson 
ity. Whenitcame to appointing the enu- 
merators he congiuded not to appoint Mr. 
Rowland, despite his promise. The story of 
the affair is here given in Mr. Rowland’s 

language. 

MR. ROWLAND’S STATEMENT. 

„Mr. Mansfield was introduced to me by 
Representative Louis of this city. He stated 
that he was interested in a little bill then 
before the House and would like to have my 
help. I, being from St. Louis, felt it my duty 
to aid all St. Louis measures so far as was 
consistent with my duties as Assistant Chief 
Clerk. He asked me to help his bill up on the 
calendar. I then told himthatI would do 
whatIcould. On the following day his bill 
was left off the calendar by mistake, whose 
mistake it was Idonot know and I. asthe 
House changed the calendar completely by 
that day’s work, did not know where his bill 
ought tobe, sol placed itthe fourth from 
thetop. This pleased Mr. Mansfield greatly 
and enabled him to get his billthrough. He 
then came tome, afterthe work had been 
done, and told methat he would give me a 
place in St. Louis as jury enumerator for my 
kindness in helping him, Istatedtohim that 
this would be acceptabie as I did not care to 
return to the practice of law immediately. I 
relied on this, and when I first called on him 
in his office he said, ‘You are 
all right, I have you on my 
list, but when work did begin he tatled to 
notify me. and when Representative Church 
andicalled on him he stated first to Mr. 
Church that ‘anyone that would help him 
pass his bill as I did could not be trusted.’ He 
said further that all the newspapersin the 
United States would say that he, ‘Fielding 
Mansfield, Jury Commissioner ofthe city of 
St. Louis, had gotten his friends to work a 
bill through the House of Representatives of 
the State of Missouriand then paid them by 
giving them positions.” He then stated that 
the little newspapers here in St. Louis 
would print anything for news.’ 

This was my reward, this was my experi- 
ence with Citizen Mansfield, and to support it 
Ihavea few letters that dear me out com- 

letely. Mr. Mansfield cannot deny this—in 
Fact, i gave him the opportunity, but he 
failed to take advantage of it. 

HAS HE RESOLVED?

Grip Fatalities Have Seriously Affected 
Their Surplus. 

New York, Jan. 2.—The lively time which 
Ralph Marden, the ex-Secretary of the Union 
Life Insurance Co. of New York, stirred 
up among the policy holders of that corpora- 
tion has not yet subsided and a committee is 
now at work on the books of the company to 
see if there have been any irregularities on 
the part of the officers. No irregularities are 


suspected, it is said, but at the same time the 
books are being thoroughly examined and 
the 2,100 policy holders, who each have from 
$3,000 to $5,000 invested in the Life Union, will 


mot be satisfied until the report of the com- 


mittee is made. The committee began its 
work yesterday, but will not be ready to 
make a report for a week or ten — At 
that time a special meeting will be called to 
hear the result of the investigation. 

A morning paper says: The troubles of the 
life insurance companies during the year 1891 
have been as numerous as those of the fire 
insurance concerns. Life insurance men do 
not deny that the year now closing has been 
one of the worst on record for them. Hardly 
a company doing business east of the Rocky 
Mountains has made large profits in compar- 
ison with previous years and instead of divi- 
dends — paid, ever since last March the 
majority of the companies have been com- 

lied to drawon thesurplus to pay losses. 
he grip, insurance men say, Was the cause 
of large expenditures, and in marine circles 
the loss of life during this year has been 
larger than it has been for many years. The 
result of so much bad business will likely be 
that some of the companies will be forced to 
consolidate with others and if the grip épi- 
demic carries away many victims this winter 
the number of consolidations will be all the

Ontcaco, III., Jan. 2.—The law placing a 


bounty on sparrow scalps has been the cause 
ofa great amount of human suffering in this 
city and vicinity. The records at the Illinois 
Bye and Ear Infirmary show an alarming 
state ot affairs. We have had twelve cases 
here in the last two weeks, said Dr. Lee M. 
Willard, house surgeon at the infirmary. 
**Allof them caused by these sparrow guns. 
In two cases we have had to remove the eyes 
and in both cases have found a BB shot bad 
penetrated the ball. One case was that of 
Annie Wright of Washington Heights. She 
Was shot on Saturday,in the house, by a 
child only 6 years old. One eye was removed 
on Monday. This may yet result in the loss 
of the other eye. In almost every case the 
sight is lost permanently. Little Henry 
Betten of Joliet, III., was brought here and 
he left withthe use of his righteye com- 
pletely lost, as did also Charles Burkett of 
Glencoe, who was shot by an 8-year-old lad. 
There surely must be some way to stop this 
outrage.’’ 

Rex Carpenter of 834 North Robey street 
was brought in and when his eye was re- 
moved a BB shot was found to have pene- 
trated the ball and lodged back of the crystal - 
line lens. 

Dr. Boerne Bettman of the Polyclinic is 
very emphalic in his denunciation of the 
Sparrow guns. 1 have attended cases at 
the hospital and have had several under 
private treatment,’’ said he. ‘‘One in par- 
ticular was that of Emil Anderson of 65 West 
Huron street. The ball caused a rupture of 
the iris and a cataract is now forming over 
the injured eye. 

Dr. RE. L. Holmes had under his treatment 
last week Edward Noonan, who was shot in 
the righteye by his littie hrother. The use 
ofthateye was completely lost, although it 
was not necessary to remove the optic itself. 
The other eye became sympathetically 


affected. 

But little of this shooting, it is said, is acci- 
dental. In almost every instance deliberate 
Aim ie taken. Inthe case of the Carpenter 
boy, he was shot by a playmate, it is said, 
Decause he refused to dance. These sparrow 
guns, it is said, are dangerous, even in the 
hands of one who understands the use of 
them. They carry aB B shot that will pene- 
trate a one-fourth inch pine board and might 
possibly cause death should a person be 
struck inthe temple. Undertaker Postlewait 
of 610 Ogden avenue, had a serious accident 
the other night resulting from this cause.

IS SLAVIN AFRAID? 


The Australian Withdraws From His 
Match With Jackson. 


PETER DECLARES HE WILL MAKE HIS 
COUNTRYMAN FIGHT HIM, 


Slavin Claims He Is Taking the Step to 
“Get Even” With His Backer for Not 
Matching Him With Sullivan—Racing, 
Base Ball and Sporting News in Gen- 
eral, 


The latest information from New York is to 
the effect that Slavin has positively deter- 
mined to throw up his match with Jackson 
and to devote his entire attention to making 
a match with Sullivan. Slavin gives as his 
reason for giving up the match with Jackson 
the action of George Piesse, his backer, 
who refused to back him against 
Sullivan. Siavin claims that Piesse 
is the principal owner of the Na- 
tional Club of London, berore which the fight 
with Jackson was to occur, and he declares 
that he will not do anything that will put 
any money in Piesse’s pocxet, now that the 
perfumery manufacturer has refused to put 
up the money for a match with sullivan. 
This may be Slavin’s only reason for crawl- 
ing out of the match, but it looks very much 
as I he really feared the black, although it 
has been generaliy believed here that he 
could whip the clever Peter. Jackson and 
Slavin have each charged that the other 
feared to meet hih in Australia 
and the present conduct on the 
part of Slavin makes it appear that he is un- 
willing to fight the negro. If Slavin does not 
want to fight Jackson before the National 
Club of London let himimmediately makea 
new match to fight before either the Califor- 
nia or Pacific Clubs of San Francisco, either 
of whom will give a purse of $12,000. for 
the affair, which is $2,000 more than the En- 
glish club’s offer.
